This is an updated interim response to the request for information that you sent to the 
Department of Energy (DOE) under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552. 
You requested: 

DOE’s current procedures (or guidance) to process FOIA requests; review them 
for classified material; and redact info through application of FOIA exemption 
categories. 2) Any memos associated with the current guidance that discuss the 
procedures or discuss any concerns associated with the processing of FOIA 
requests, the identification of classified material, and the application of 
exemptions. 3) Any internal reports on the handling of FOIA requests, 
identification of classified info, and application of exemptions in the agency 
produced in the last two years, such as annual reports.
